Donauechengin, Germany, Dec. 5

this afternoon or- 
dered the transfer of the entire gar- 
rison at Zabern, Alasce. owing to the 
trouble between the soldiers and citi- 
zens there. 
He also directed that the 
court martial proceedings, including 
the recent rioting, he accelerated. 


His majesty's solution of the 
diffi- 
culty is regarded in many quarters as 
a two edged sword. While it removes 
the danger 
of further 
conflicts the 
people and merchants of Zabern will 
suffer a severe financial blow by the 
removal of an important source of 
revenue. 
Later the emperor decided that the 
Zabern garrison should go into camn 
temporarily in army maneuver grounds 
at Hagenau but that the troops might 
ultimately return to Zaber if its inhab- 
itants displayed a proper temper after 
the expected transfer of another regi- 
ment of Lieut. Baron Von Forstner, 
:he. cause of the trouble, and the re- 
.irement from active service of Col. 
Von Renter, of the 99th infantry regi- 
ment. 


Deny Government Crisis. 


Berlin, Germany, Dec. 5.—The exist- 
nce of a government crisis was de- 
nied today by officials in close touch 
vith the imperial chancellor, Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg.

MONUMENT UNVEILED 


TO ARCHAEOLOGIST 


Erected as Memorial Over Grave of 


Dr. John Henry Haynes, Fa- 


mous Assyriologist. 


North Adams, Mass., Dec 5.—Dis- 
tinguished educators and Assyriolo- 
gists came here today for the unveil- 
ing of what is said to be the first re- 
production, ever made of an ancient 
Babylonian 
monument. 
The monu- 


ment was erected as a memorial over 
the grave of Dr. John Henry Haynes 
the famous arcbeologist, whose chief 
field of work was in Nippur, Baby- 
lonia. It is a copy of Shalmanesser's 
obelisk, known as "The Black Obe- 
lisk."

tfred Grains and Corn Culture." 
Mr. 
Raessler also had charge of the field 
work of the 
Gazette corn contest 
which came to such a successful is- 
sue recently. He plans to call atten- 
tion of farmers throughout the stat 
to the results 
attained by the Rock 
county boys as indicative of what can 
be accomplished, and to arouse inter 
est, if possible, in the matter of in 
augurating such contests in other sec 
tions of W isconsin.

nouncements, Footville being the only 
locality favored. Petition has 
been 
made for a meeting at Evansville and 
it is possible that arrangements will 
be made for a session there..

The extremely good casing weather 
which. lias been extending over the 
state and country during 
the 
past 
month, almost warrants an early start 
in warehouse handling for the coming 
winter. The tobacco crop will be dis- 
posed oC as soon as possible, to bring 
the largest returns. 
The Wisconsin 
market is as follows: 
A week of almost continuous fog, 
rains and soft weather turning the 
country roads into a sea of mud, has 
served to pretty effectually suspend 
the buying movement as • well as to 
cause considerable anxiety upon the 
part of the tobacco grower. The warm 
unseasonable temperature has caused 
a good deal ol! heating in the bulks of 
unstripped tobacco, as well as in the 
bundles and even mold has counienced 
to show on the soft stems. It is feared 
that damage might occur should this 
weather continue much longer. A lit- 
tle of the new crop has been received 
during the week, about 100 acres be- 
ing taken in at Deerfield Wednesday 
by the P. Lorillard Co. We understand 
the tobacco is not coming in in the 
best of condition, as there is consider- 
able high case tobacco and delivering 
is likely to be attended with some 
trouble. Theigrower who has not tak- 
en down his tobacco from the curing 
sheds appears to be in the best posi- 


tion so far. 
Trading in cured leaf is largely con- 


fined to the eastern centers, where the 
samples are now l^ing, shown. We 
learn C. B. Simonson & Co., Deerfield 
packers, have sold 50cs of '12. 
Packing operations have been start- 
ed in a limited way in Vernon county 
this week, but not much will be doing 
in this market until after the holi- 
da.vs.

"I 


rN MY day a woman who had a girl to help her about the housework 


(we called them 'help' then; they call them 'maids' nowadays, as my 
daughter reminded me after I had used the former term in the pres- 
ence of her friends) was supposed to have a great deal of spare time 
1 remember we always expected Mrs. Miller and Mrs. Page to do 
more than anyone else for the Church Fair because they were the only 
women in the Church who kept help. 


"Now Margaret has had a maid ever since the first baby was born and I 
have always been glad because I liked to think of her as having more time 


to enjoy life than I did. So it was one of the biggest 
surprises of my visit when I found that Margaret was 
more of a slave to her housework with a maid than my 
sister or I ever were without one. 
And I'm sorry to 


say that it sems to be her children's fault 
No, I'll 
take that back. It's more the fault of their upbringing 
and the present day attitude towards children. 


• "Janet is fifteen and she hasn't a single responsi- 


bility, not one set task that she is supposed to perform 
every day. She does not make her own bed; she 
doesn't keep her room picked up; half the time she 
forgets to take the hair out of her brush. Imagine it' 
In my day we would have said that such a slovenly, 
lazy girl would never get a husband, but from all I 
hear about Janet's boy friends there is no such dan- 
ger for her. 


"Richard and Ruth are equally lazy and irresponsi- 
ble. Ruth is only eleven, but when my sister was 
twelve and I was ten my mother went home to nurse 
her mother and left us in charge for six weeks and we 
did all the work and went to school, too. Richard

ooys took the care of their own rooms and did all my dishes for me until 
Margaret was old enough to help. 


•'The worst of it all is that, besides not lifting their hands to help the 
children make work. Margaret has to spend a Ions; time every day just pick- 
ing up after them. And yesterday the maid threatened to leave because 
Janet-and a crowd of girls had dirtied her clean kitchen Saturday afternoon 
making candy. 


"And then the energy it takes to make those children mind' It's enough 
to tire anyone out to get Ruth to bed on time or make Janet do her practis- 
ing It makes me sad for Margaret and almost as sad for the children What 
-win the next generation be? Or isn't my daughter's 
home typical?

These dishos are all successful ones 


and will be highly satisfactory if 
made according to directions. 


Lemon M i l k Sherbet.—The juice of 


three lemons, a pint of sugar and a 
quart of rich milk frozen, will make a 
smooth and delicious frozen dessert. 
A little of the grated rind of a lemon 
may be acided if the flavor is liked. 


Rice Pudding.—Put a quarter of a 


cup of rice with a half cup of raisins 
and a quarter of a cup of sugar into 
a quart of milk in a baking pan. 
Put 


into the oven and bake for three 
hours. 
A little cinnamon or nutmeg 


may be added, if liked, but this is a 
pudding that is hard to spoil. 
Stir 


for the first hour of cooking, so that 
the rice is well mixed in. the milk. 


Boiled Loaf Pudding.—Cut the crust 


from a pound loaf o£ bread and press 
as many raisins into the loaf with the 
fingers as it will hold without break- 
ing. Make a custard of a pint of milk, 
a quarter of a cup of sugar and two 
eggs, and lay the bread in this un- 
cooked custard. 
When it is all ab- 


sorbed, put the loaf into a floured pud- 
ding cloth and drop it carefully into 
boiling water, for 
twenty 
minutes' 


cooking. 
Serve with a sauce made 


of two tatlespoonfuls of butter, a cup 
of powered sugar, a little vanilla and 
a few tablespoonfuls of milk, or, bet- 
ter, cream. 
Melt the sauce over hot 


water, stirring-constantly. 


Chicken Jelly.—Chop a fowl, bones 


and all, until fine, cover with two 
quarts of water, and let simmer for 
six hours, then strain, skim off all the 
fat, .when cold, and the jelly may 
then be seasoned and served in a 
number of ways. 
Mace or parsley, 


with salt and pepper, may be added 
while cooking, to the fowl, if so de- 
sired.
